Air In the Soil. 


It hiis Ions heen known that air in 


Use soil is a very iiciiortant factor Ih 
the growth of plants, and that air per- 
meates the soil to as great .1 depth as 
the roots o! most plants. Perhaps with 
plants not aquatic the depth to which 
tae roots can permeate is regulated to 
a considerable extent by the depth, to 
which [lie air penetrates,. How, then, 
does the air penetrate the soil? Es- 
cept under special conditions. It does 
not depend upon the volume of the 
p.orea, buf is influenced primarily by 
tiie size of the pores, since the tatter 
determines almost exclusively the re- 
sistance offered to the circulation of 
the air. The permeability increases as 
this resistance diminishes, and 
la 


therefore smr.Mer the smaller the soil 
particles, and vice versa. 


Of the different soil constituents in 


the dry state, clay is the least per- 
rr.aable to air; and permeability In- 
creases generally with the quantity of 
qnartz present. 
Soilp, consisting of 


htinnis alone, behave, when dry, sim- 
ilarly to the coarse-grained sands. la 
soUs made up of constituents varying 
considerably from one another in the 
Rize of the particles, the permeability 
of the whole inass depends principally 
on the fir^st Drained material. The re- 
markable permeability of most sands 
can therefore be reduced considerably 
by the admixture of comparatively 
gran.!!, quantities of some flue material, 
such as clay, loam or marl. 


In the case of stratified soils the.per- 


ineability depends entirely on 
tie 


finest grained layer, even if the layer 
is very thin. In a very impermeable 
soil the permeability Is increased to a 
reisarkabia extent by the formation of 
the crumbly structure. Wi^h an -ln- 
cTwise of humidity the permeability of 
a sioii for air diminishes, and more 
strongly the greater the water capac- 
ity of the soil. ; All soils rich in clay 
and humus become impermeable at.a 
point below saturation: If a'soil Is 
wet only In the upper layers 'the en- 
trance and exit of the air-is bickered 
In proportion to the fineness of the 
grains. In soils-rich in clay and hamus 
this may result la absolute impermea- 
bility, even -with slight precipitation^

adapted to theza. "We have an alfalfa 
today that will not stand severe con- 
dition of cold. Recently there has been 
imported from Northern Asia an alfal- 
fa that can stand up to 40 degrees of 
cold.

cording to their conditions.
